WASHINGTON, May 15.—The Biipi-emo ' 


vourl today, through Justuiu Gray, Kits- 
tiunctl the decision of the New York 
irourts in favor of llic constitutionality 
ol tho Geary Chinese exclusion act. 
Justice Ilrcwer dissented. 


The announcement of the decision in 


the case, as wis expected, attracted n 
large attendance of spectators ami at- 
torneys, including Attorney General 
Olncy, 
Solicitor 
Aldrich, 
Senators 


Pugh, Dolph and Cucliran. 


Justice Gray, in announcing the de- 


cision of tlio court, said the power of 
this nation to restrict or prevent the 
humignition of aliens into this country, 
pr reiiuiru such aliens already in the 
country to remove therefrom, i* a well 
settled principal of international law, 
i;unlinneil by an iinhroltt'ii line of di-ni-;- 
ions in this court. 


The legislative power of the govern- 


ment has not transcended any of its 
constitutional limitations in the act 
under consideration. It was within its 
power to

under which these alien* be permitted 
to remain iu the United States, or, fail- 
ing lo oln-ervc these regulations, he re- 
quired to leave the country. The pro- 
visions of fiection 0 of the net, which are 
part of the law particularly at, issue, 
are not ineoiiHiHtent with the relations 
and duties of the li-Hislative and judi- 
cial departments of the 
government. 


The mode of procedure under tho fiec- 
tion is similar to other well established 
proceedings, such as lull teas corpus nat- 
uralisation, fixing tho requirements of 
citizenship and tho like in which the 
judicial brunch of tho government has 
accepted thodeterminatioii of the execu- 
tive upon questions involved. AH to 
the requirements ot Chinese entitled to 
remain in this country they should es- 
tablish their right by the evidence of 
credible- white witnesses. Justice Gray 
wud it was within the power of the 
legislature to determine Ihe

law, 
and what force should be given to 


testimony so offered. Not discussing the 
wisdom nor justice of the net in ques- 
tion, whicli was beyond tho province of 
the judicial 
bench of tho govern- 


ment, it remains only to say that the 
judgment of tho circuit court of the 
southern district of New York in refus- 
ing to grant tho writ of Imbcars corpus 
to petitioners, ia alllnned. 


The Judge said the opinion iu writing

DIKiiKNTIXO JUSTICES. 


At the conclusion of Justice Gray'fi 


opinion Justice Brewer announced that 
he was compelled to dissent from 
the 


view of the majority of the court. 
He 


read his views at some length, declaring 
in substance the act of 1892 uneonstilu- 
tiontil; that if upheld there was no guar- 
antee that similar treatment might not 
he accorded other classes of our popnln- 


Jnstice Field, who delivered the opin- 


ion of the supreme court in the lirst 
case under tho exclusion act, also read a 
dissenting opinion. He held that there 
was a wiilo difference between exclusion, 
i i n in ignition und deportation of alien 
residents, and characterized the act in 
the strongest language as inhuman, 
Imital and violi\tiveof the constitution

These orders may be given tomorrow 
after a cabinet mooting or deferred for a 
longer period. 


THEY CONFER. 


Secretary Carlisle, soon after ho heard 


of the decision of tho supremo court, 
went to the executive mansion and had 
a conference with tho President on the 
subject. He remained for an hour or 


Attorney General Olney said until a 


line of action to be pursued by our gov- 
oruuient wns mapped out he could any 
nothing on the subject except that tho 
department of justice had no money 
available for deporting Chine&a. 
A conservative estimate places the 


amount necessary to deport the unregis- 
tered Chinese at $0,000,000, with only 
$1(5,800 available for tho purpose. 


DIFFICULTIES EXIST. 


Intimations are heard that congress 


may he convened to

A suggestion is made in oflirral circles 


here that the Chinese now nnregistered 
may go to the courts and ask to he per- 
mitted to register and remain in the 
country. 


In any view of Ihe ease, treasury olli- 


eials expectto experience great didieulty 
in carrying out the mandate of the law 
that the Chinese must go. 


At the Chinese legation the Chinese 
linistcr courteously declined to ex-

rision of the courts, or give any intima- 
tion as to the course his government 
might deem proper lo adopt under the 


He especiallydeclinedto my anylhing 


ui)on the alleged retaliatory policy of 
ordering the expulsion of Americans 
from China. 


Mr. May, counsellor to the Chinese 


legation, said the contest against the 
law would doubtless bo transferred to 
congress when it meets in tho fall. Un- 
der the present conditions it would be 
impossible for ollicials to execute tlio 
law literally because there is practically 
no money with which lo carry ils pro- 
visions into effect, and he did not think 
congress would appropriate the great 
Min7 nt'i'dri!. 
It waa an unfortunate 


and deplorable condition of affairs, he 
said, whicli threatened the existence of 
tho peaceful and peaceable relations of 
China and the United Htates, and left 
hundreds of natives in each country in 
the territory of the other, pract'u-ally 
lostages for each oilier.

..auta Jtosa, was interviewed by an As- 
sociated Press reporter and said that he 
diil not think that it will cost a very 
great sum of money to enforce tho law, 
and it would IMS unreasonable to think 
tho government would have to be de- 
terred from executing the law because 
expenses would be incurred in so doing. 


He said that owing to the time re- 


quired in deciding each individual case, 
and a belief that Chinamen can be de- 
ported for about $15 per head, $50,000 
left in the treasury for that purpose will 
bo Bufneient to meet the expenses until 
congress meets. 
He also stated that in his opinion 


where tho Chinese saw tho government 
meant to enforce Ihe law they would 
voluntarily leave for Cuba, Brazil and 
other countries rather than remain hero 
and incur the risk and trouble of being 
sent back to China.
